\Y. B. Yeats is the great founder of 
the movement to present Irish plays, 
giving a- true- idea of the Irish spirit 
and character. He is essentially a poet, 
dreamer and mystic, and- has writte-. 
many plays showing the strange mysti- 
cism and melancholy of the Irish people. 
Xotablc among these are "The King'.- 
Threshold", "the Lake of the Red Eye," 
nd the '"Land of Hearts' Desire"; and 
"The Workhouse Ward." 

The latter shows the strange tnclai;- 
:holy of the Irish to perfection, an 
::!( ment which is constantly recurring i: 
[he play of this type. Lady Gregory, tltc 
SLCond great exponent of the Irish dra- 
ma acted in this play at one time in 
Montreal. Lady Gregory has built up her 
plays chiefly from c.>!nressions which she 
fiot from 111 • Irish peasants. There is no 
action in lier tirama, simply situations. 
Telling the Good News" in typical o^' 
her work. Mer most distinguished plays 
have been folk tales, rc-tclling the 
îlip.nce my'.hical stories of the peasant^. 

John Millington Ling is- the third in 
this trio of the great 'writers of Irish 
[ilays. He wandered all over the country

The second meeting of the Osier 
Society was held at the residence o? 
Prof. Whitnall, 323 Peel St., Tucs 
lav evening, Nov. 1. 
.■\fter the traiwaction of the regular 
n'^ÏMCîs two very excellent paper.-' 
•.\ere read, one by C. A. Mcintosh 
(in Claude Fevnard, and the other by 
f, N'. Kamsey, "Periods and Mas- 
ters in Medicine." 

The first paper dealt with Clande 
Dernard. the leading physiologist in 
I'rancc in the 19th Century. The in- 
lUicncc of Majendic, under whom he 
received his training, was guiding the 
physiological thought of the lime 
Bernard was soon recognized to be 
çrcatcr than his teacher, and wilh.n 
1 few years he had perfected re- 
searches which led to the discovery 
of the Glycogenic function ot the 
liver, the action of pancreatic secre- 
tions, and the existence of Vaso-Dila- 
ior and Vaso-Constrictor nerves. 

The speaker emphasized 'the pre 
.•■ailing doctrines of the time, such as 
.he belief in vitalfem and the inahil 
ity of the animH,l organi.-in to con 
struct or manufacture anyth'ng ncn- 
from the food it absorbed. Th!r> last 
it is seen, Bernard was able to prove 
false, though other authorities h : ; 
been questioning the view for somi 
'.ime, 

The prime (|ualitics which enabled 
Hernard to perform such researches 
i.s he did were conscientious allcgi- 
mce to exact truth, ability to tun: 
from one ciuiuiry to follow sugges- 
tions derived from tlie firs', ami 
lastly his marvellous imagination and 
remarkable manual dexterity. 

C. N.' Ramsay gave an essay on 
"Periods and Masters in Medicine." 
Tliis paper was really a short oui- 
line of medical history from prc-hi:- 
toric days down to modern titnes. It 
touched. on old medical folk-lore; 
told about the ancient masters, Hip- 
pocrates and . Galen, and gave an in- 
teresting picture of the people and 
medical happenings of the Dark 
Ages. 

From the Medieval Period, the es- 
say went on to discuss mcdic\ni' dur- 
ing t|le Rennaissancc; the 17th and 
18th Centuries. 

It concluded by drawing a mental 
picture of modern times; where were 
portrayed the rise of preventive 
medicine and the growth of the 20th 
Century medical school. 

The status of .the surgeon and phy- 
iician in each period was delineated 
;lcarly. The cultural aspects were 
irought out, so that a distinct pic- 
ture of the difTcrcnt scientific epochs 
•vas placed before the Society. 

In illustrating a particular' point, 
R.inisay made use of verse or (luota- 
tions from many sources. A line 
from Henley; a, description by Hcro- 
datus; some apt verse of Dante's, all

The presence of the Principal. Sir

At ^Ôidflcatwn»! 'conférence of the 
North !»tfinac,''Séêiion"of.tT)< Ainerican 
Association of University Women which 
was held last week-end, Oct. 28th-30th, 
in New York, the delegates drew up and 
passed a remarkably significant resolu- 
tion as a result of the attitude of many 
of the members regarding that question 
of such vital Intentational importance 
:as Disarmament. 

Tlte Prestdeiit of tljc United States 
recently issued an invitation for a meet- 
ing at Washington to discuss the Limit- 
ation ai Armaments and Far Eastern 
Questions. At the same time, however, 
the United States is engaged in exten- 
sive naval construction while Great Bri- 
taiij, on tlie other' hand has sold no less 
thain-' lKrcc ' thousand Ships . df war. In 
view of such a situation, the delegates of 
this sectional conference of University 
Women, who feel keenly the conse- 
quences which may arise out of such a 
situation, drew up and passed a force- 
ful and- comprehensive resolution, ex- 
pressing their gratitude to tlic President 
for; having called this mcethig, and urg- 
ing' all delegates of the- United States 
congress to put forth, in view of their 
peculiar responsabilities, their utmost ef- 
forts to bring about a mutual af;reemerit 
tc suspend all present programs for na- 
val constniction until some permanent 
international agreement can be arrived 
at; and furthermore to provide such 
international sanction as shall make said 
agreement ifor suspension, effective " 

A copy o f this ' resolution passèd by 
the North Atlantic Sectional Conference 
wijl be sent to every member of the 
American Association of University 
Women, with instructions for each 
mentber to write individually to her own 
.'.enator and member of Congress, re- 
questing him to consider this matter 
earnestly.','' .'.,.« 

When taking into consideration the 
fact that this great association has thir- 
teen thousand member.s — educated worn, 
en who arc alive to the vital problems 
and pressing needs of the world today — 
it seems as though' such à combined ef- 
fort cannot fail to rouse a nation to a 
tense of duty to herself and to her 
neigtitisrs. , 

MtssrHurlbatt, who attended this con- 
ference by -special invitation as an inter, 
national guest, was very greatly impress, 
ed with the attitude of determination 
and sincerity oif all the delegates over 
this vital question. It was the main fea, 
turc on the program of the convention 
whertj^at. a dinner Jjcl(j,.:(}p^ Ç^;turday 
niK|ht>,.j?i;pecially, . invite)).„$p;;a1^j;. were 
present to speak on the subject. Some of 
these were from Great Britain, France, 
Japan and China, this last country be- 
ing represented by the SecreUry of the 
Chinese Delegation to the Washington 
Conference. ,The peculiar interests of 
FraiKe on this stri>ject of disarmament 
were forcibly put bcfpje the mee-^ng by 
the Chairman, Miss Gilderslçeveii Dean 
of Barnard College, Columbia Univer- 
sit>-, and also by the speaker represent 
ing Great Britain. 

With such a force of public epion be- 
.hind her, one feels as though the whole 
of America must arise up in support aî 
such a movement.
